NOTES ON 
HAINAN AND ITS ABORIGINES. 
Me. J. Caldét, in the last number of tho 
Ching Revzew, contributes an urlicle on the 
above subject. Besides much that is both 
usefnl and interesting to seafaring people, 
and general readers, the article furnishes 
some pleasant reading and valuable infor- 
Tastion concerning the [:i (savages) who still 
inhabit portions of the island of Hainan, 
‘We extract the following :— 


At Nga-long or Gaalong, wo first met 
with the Li or tho Aborigines of Hainan. 
They were o littl shy at first, but sovn 
becamo bolder and friendly, 80 that sono 
of the officers went out pig-hunting with 
a party of them at night. They seomed to 
be very lazy and ditty, fond of betel-nut, 
tobacco, opium and spirits; they were very 
anaions to get the inst. At Ya-lim-kong 


CAF HK AR) and Bomab (== FF), wo hed 
a hatter opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with them and observing them, as we 1- 
mained thera nearly three weeks. The Chi- 
nese divide them inte twe classes, the Shang 


Li-and tho, Shuk Li, (4E 3, ih #e. 
The latter live on more friendly terms with 
the Chinese than the former. The Shang-Li 
have not yet come into drieudly terms with 
the Chinese, A constant state of warfare 
exists between them, often rendering mili- 
tery interference necessary, It is generally 
understood that the Chinese provoke quarrele 
by cheating the more simple savage, who 
then retalistes by making a raid on'the sct- 
tlementa, killing the men, and carrying away 
the women, The li have but few firearms, 
but those that do possess guns aro said to be 
very expert in’their use. They will readily 
barter svented woods or cettle for tirearms 
or knives, Their own weapons gre the how 
oad arrow, and the spear,’ Some of their 
arrowa are tipped with Yrod and bone, but 
mostly they are‘hardened at the points’ by 
fire. ‘The Chinese troops dare not attad 

them in their mountain fastucsses. In the

In some places 
B little rise is grown; but the Shang-I,i iv 
essentially ahunter, Thoir huts, construct- 
ed of palm leaves and mud, are scattered aot 
the bases of the hills, Tho sides and tops bf 
‘thohills aro densely wooded ; it being almost 
impossible to get through the jungle excopt 
by tho deer runs; deer of several kinds, 
wild piga and beirs oro plentifal, a aro 
hates, jungle fowl, aad partridges, Thero 
ate ssveral kinds of pigeons, amongat which 
ia a variety having a parrot-like beak and 
adorned with o bright green, yellow and blue 
plumage. One other‘kind has bright grew’ 
feathers on the breast and wings, velvety 
_ brown on the back, 
feathers at tho tips of the wings and tail.

The babies 
ure put tosleep ina wicker-work cot, hung 
b three strings to tho rafters of the hut. 
The huts ore.net usually more than five feet 
high at the centre: eagh mau appenrs te have 4 
two huts, one his wife ond family, und 
the other for himself nud his weapons, ote. 
The Li suiter much from sore oyes and from 
amall-pox. They do not wem to fear or 
take any precautions dgaiist-the latter. 
Those on whom the pustules are quite deve- 
loped seem to mix freely améngst the others, 
and they say but fow die of small pox. 

I have nut been able to truce any writings 
that can be said to he soldy Li amongst 
them. The accompanying sketch— 
that of a yellaw-paper banner—ix 
nearest approach to anything of that Kind 1 
have scev, It is a sketch of the interior of 
a temple ata Li village uear Yulinkau: none 
of the villagers understood the characters. 
‘They told me o medicine man had written 
them; they cithor did not know where he 
then was,or wonld not tell me. It seems 
to me tobe o mixtureof Malay and Chinese; 
the large figures appear to represent charac- 
ters. Evory Liwhom [F. have asked, deny 
any knowledge of writing. ‘They say thoy 
can understand certain signs, such us notches 
on a piece of wood, or on trees, eto. They 
dv not even scom to have any recognized 
signs for numbers, and it is only those who 
have como in cuntact with the Chineso who 
seem tohave any idea of time. If you nek 
any of thom their. age, they will shake their 
heads and fell you ‘very muny days,” but 
they do not seem to be abla to get nearer 
than that; in fact, in most owes, I found it 
impossible to get them to understand what 
was meant by ago or Lime, ‘They do not care 
for money, bat are ready tu barter scented 
woods, bullocks, venison, cto., for cluth, 
bangles, or rings, and will teadily give a 
bullock for a box of gun-caps, two for a 
pound of gunpowder, and live or aix for a 
rifle, The recognized prievot un old muse 
ket is four bullocks; I may say thut they 
have some very fine herds of cattle, rather 
diminutive but generally fet and in good 
condition. The colours of the animals are 
brown and white, and brown and buf. 
When out hanting with o party of Li dur- 
ling the night, and lying down amongat the 
bushes and dry leaves, 1 have known one of 
them got up almost from my side and. glide 
away to another place or bush without my 
being able to hear the slightest rustle of a 
leat or twig, find this when we are afraid to 
move atall, as wo could not dio so without 
making a. slight noise, Wher out after 
game they listen with their ear to the 
ground, ond are able to distinguish at onoe 
the nuise made by ao animal from the usual 
noises of the forest. 1 have tried’ to 
get the uumes of some of them, but they 
were afraid to tell me uny; I suppose be- 
cnuse 1 was conneoted with (he government. 
I did not press them much, as I wus aftaid 
they would not give me any other intorma- 
tiva atterwards, Irom a small bey, 1 
learnt thot his name was Sin, and by close- 
ly observing how the others called a hunter 
that we generally took with us as a guide I 
Tearnt tht his name svas Loo, Wheu one 
of them dics, his relations and friends as- 
sembke and hold a wake ovor his body ; this 
consists ay at a murriage, of feauting and 
drinking, ncarly every one of both sexes 
getting drunk, They’ never leave the place 
o long oa thore is anything tv eat or drink. 
Going through a village on one uf theso oc 
cayions may be observed a dead and half 
devoured bullock at one place, a fow sleeping 
and drunk pcopte at another, and the ba- 
lance gorging themselves, some on raw meat, 
others roasting pieces of it over the fires, and 
all more or Jess intoxicated, Oa the 49th 
und 65th dayy after death, the relations 
again assomblo at the gravoand hold another 
feast. They do not aeem turegret the death 
ofan old person much, Uo one occasion | 
1 noticed a coflin at the sidoof a hut; it waa 
empty, and making enquiries about it, | wag 
told by a young man that bis old father was 
dying. fle expected he would be dead in a 
few days, and he, the son, hud just made a 
collin forhim, Tosked, if hy was not surry 
his father was dying: he,loughed and suid, 
“No, he is of no more use; he can only cat, 
and } have tu provide food for him, so why 
should J be sorry that be is to die; he is au 
old man and il is better tor him to bo dead 
than alive.”
